Whereas, Section 27 of Act No. 101 of the Public Acts of 1909 provides that 
the rate of charges per week to be paid to the Michigan Home for the Feeble- 
minded and EJpileptic for the board and treatment of patients shall be fixed 
at a joint meeting of the board of control of the Michigan Hjome for the Feeble- 
minded and Epileptic, and the Board of State Auditors, and 

Whereas, At a joint meeting of said boards held in the city of Lansing, on 
June 26, 1912, the rate of charges per week to be paid to the Michigan Home for 
the Feeble-minded and Epileptic for the board and treatment of patients was 
fixed at the sum of three dollars and thirty-six cents ($3.36) per week, which 
said sum so fixed has not been approved by the Governor, 

Therefore be it resolved, By the board of control of the Michigan Home for 
the Feeble-minded and Epileptic acting jointly with the Board of State Auditors 
at a meeting called by the Governor in the Executive Office in the Capitol, July 
6, 1912, that the charges to be paid to the said Michigan Home for the Feeble- 
minded and Epileptic for the board and treatment of patients be, and the same 
hereby is, fixed at the sum of three dollars and twenty-five and one-half cents 
(13.25%) per week, the same being at the rate of forty-six and one-half cents 
(46%c) per day.

On motion the Board decided 
to allow such expenses and communication was ordered filed.

ball Association will be held liable for any damage done to sheds, trees or 
other property belonging to the State on said block. 

Fifth: This lease shall not become operative until the conditions mentioned 
in Section 4, relative to the signs, fence and grandstand shall have been com- 
plied with. 

Sixth: The Board of State Auditors reserves the right to annul this grant 
at any time. 

Clarence E. Holmes, superintendent Michigan School for the Blind, appeared

Articles of agreement made and entered into this fifteenth day of November, A. D. one thousand 
nine hundred and eleven, between Callaghan & Company of the City of Chicago. State of Illinois, a 
corporation organized and existing under the laws oi the State of Illinois, and duly authorized to do 
business in the State of Michigan, of the first part, and the State of Michigan by its Board of State 
Auditors of the second part. 

Whereas, the party of the first part was the lowest bidder for the publication, electrotyping, printing, 
binding and sale of the Supreme Court Reports of the Supreme Court of the State of Micni&^n, and the 
contract therefor has been awarded to them for the publication, electrotyping. printing, Dinding and 
sale of said Reports for a term of eight years from and after the thirteentn day of May, one thousand 
nine hundred and twelve. 

Now, therefore, in consideration of the premises, the party of the first part hereby covenants, prom- 
ises and agrees, to and with the party of the second part, to publish, electrotype, print and bind, 
and within sixty days after receiving the final manuscnpt of any volume from the reporter, place the 
said Reports on sale in the city of Detroit and city of Lansing and such other places in Michigan as 
may be directed by the judges of the Supreme Court in writing, in quantities sufficient to meet all 
demands, and shall thereafter at all times Keep the same on sale to citizens of this State, at the places 
aforesaid, in suitable quantities, at a price not exceeding one dollar and forty -five cents per volume. 
Each of said volumes shall contain not less than seven hundred (700) nor more than seven hundred 
and fifty (760} pages of text, exclusive of table of cases and index, to be electrotvped and printed, and 
bound in ^ood substantial manner and form, of good material for law books, and printed m not larger 
type, set m the same manner and of the same style and quality as volume thirty-eight (38) of the 
Michigan Reports in the State Library at Lansing, subject to the approval of the judges of the Supreme 
Court, or a majority of them, and such approval in writing shall be filed with the State Librarian when 
the three hundred and fifty (360) copies of each report are delivered to the State Librarian as herein- 
after required. 

And in consideration of the premises it is further agreed, as follows: 

That the party of the first part shall take out a copyright to and in the name of the Secretary of 
State of the State of Michigan for the use and disposal of the State of Michigan, upon each volume 
published under such contract. 

That if it shall, on petition by any citizen of Michigan, be made to appear to the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, or any two of them, that the party of the first part has in any respect failed to comply with 
the provisions of this contract, said judges may, upon hearing had in such manner as they may direct, 
declare the contract forfeited, and on such forfeiture being declared, said first party shall upon demand 
of said Board of State Auditors transfer to the Secretary of State of this State, for the use of the State, 
all the electrotyped plates of all volumes published unaer such contract, or in default thereot will pay 
to the Treasurer of the State of Michigan one thousand dollars for each such volume as liquidated 
damages for a failure to make such transfer. 

That the party of the first part will, as often and as soon as any and every volume is ready for bind- 
ing, deliver to tne Secretary of State at Lansing, free of all charge whatsoever, a set of electrotype 
plates thereof, boxed and in good order for printing, or in default thereof the party of the first part 
shall pay to the Treasurer of this State the like sum of one thousand dollars as liquidated damages 
for a failure to deliver the same. 

The said party of the first part further covenants and agrees that it will deliver to the State Libra- 
rian at Lansing, free of cost for publication or delivery, three hundred and fifty (350) copies of each 
volume of such Reports in good order; and that said three hundred and fifty (350) copies shall be de- 
livered to the said Librarian before any copies are offered for sale, the object of this clause being to 
secure to said Librarian the first three hundred and fifty (350) copies of each Report printed under 
this contract; and that the party of the first part will also at the same time notify the Secretary of 
State of the number of copies or that report which he has printed; and said Librarian shall dispose 
of said three hundred and fifty (350) copies by distributing them as required by law, and for exchanges, 
and in such other way for the benefit of the State Library as the Librarian shall decide. 

That after the stock of any volumes, the electrotype plates of which are owned by the State, shall 
have become exhausted, the said party of the first part shall have the right to print from the electro- 
type plates of all such volumes and shall print from them, and shall sell such Reports to the citizens 
of this State at a price not exceeding ninety cents per volume, and such Reports so printed from plates 
shall be marked on the title page thereof "Second Edition." 

The original electrotype plates shall be at all times the property of the State of Michigan, and shall 
be kept in the possession of the Secretary of State, in the capitol at Lansing, subject to the right of 
the said party of the first part to use the same, during the term of such contract or until the same shall 
be declared forfeited as provided by Act 168, S. L. 1879, by complying with the following conditions: 

When the said party of the first part desires to make a reprint of any Report, the said party of the 
first part hereby covenants and agrees to certify to the Secretary of State the number of volumes here- 
tofore printed of that Report ana the number sold, and shall also state the number of volumes of such 
Report it desires to print, and if said former edition is exhausted, and in no other case, the Secretary 
of State shall deliver to said contractor the plates of the Reports so requested, and said party of the 
first part shall print no more copies of such reprint than stated in his certificate to the Secretary of 
State; and in all other cases the said plates and all of them shall remain in the possession of the Secre- 
tary of State in the capitol at Tensing. 
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And the said partv of the first part further covenants and agrees that it will print on the title page 
of each volume of the first edition of each Report the words "First Edition," and in the edition or 
editions printed from plates so as above secured from the Secretary of State, they will print on the 
title page of each volume thereof the words "Second Edition," and in like manner with each sub- 
sequent edition: and that on the back of each copy they will place the words "Michigan Reports," 
number of volume, "Vol. — ." "1 — to 1 — ," and name of Reporter. 

And the said party of the first part further covenants and agrees to sell such Reports printed from 
plates so as above secured from the Secretary of State at a price not exceeding ninety cents per volume, 
this price to apply only to reprints of volumes published under and during the life of this contract. 

And the said party of the first part further covenants, promises and agree's that it will supply the 
State of Michigan for State use only and not for sale or exchange, copies of the first twenty-six (26) 
volumes of said Supreme Court Reports, which are annotated and copyrighted by party of the first 
part, either singly or in sets, at ninety cents per volume. 

This agreement is to be and remain in force for eight years from and after the thirteenth day of May, 
A. P. one thousand nine hundred and twelve.
